#f^ Spirit and Love of Liberty, whiefe 
inclined him to gratify, the firrt and beft 
Men of the Age in forming his Ora- 
tion , urges me to difobey the Com-* 
mands of one 6f thdir Mloftrious Nlufe-^ 
ber (I need not tell you, 1 mean him-, 
felf ) in tranflating it. 

For Liberty, that lovely Deity, was 
willing that her own Britijh Sentiments" 
might grace her own Britijh Language ; . 
And, I own, while Liberty inspired mc, 
1 forgot that * Minerva, I forgot — — 
that King was imwillifig. 
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But I remembered all the Misfortunes 
and thq defperate State- of my Country ; 
once flourifhing in War and- in Peace ; 
and renounced for her Power and Afflu- 
ence, for her Freedom and every glo- 
rious Attribute : I beheld a finking, de- 
luded, abjeft, venal, iefponding People; 
thus dwindled from a noble Species of 
Britijb Free-men, and, I will add, trans- 
forming into the wretchedeft Monfters, 
Britijb Staves: Nay, tranforming them- 
felves* unconquered, uncompelled. 

For there are many States, who are 
neither wholly infignificant in the Num- 
ber of their, people, the Extent of their 
Territory, their Intcreft with foreign 
Princes, or the Abilities and Virtues of 
their own, whom yet we might eafily re- 
lift ; and who, far from awing us with 
the Sword of Conqueft; would only a- 
waken. our Spirit 5 and who would foon 
fly from our Coaft, like Cafar of old, 
would we but harden back into Men. 
For my own part, I blufh for all thofe, 
who, while, they nobly defy Giants, at 

the 
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the fame time: crouch voluntarily to Pig* 
micsj and indeed if I am to fall, let me 
be knocked down, by a Thunderbolt 
and pot by a Jordan. But how many of 
our Countrymen (if fuch can be, our 
Countrymen) fubmit to : little and low 
Perfons ; who found their private Hap* 
pinefs on the pUblic Mifery, and who 
thrive and floqr tth as this declining Coun- 
try decays ? Thcfe Men, reinforced from 
time to Time with unembarrafied De-- 
ferters from their Country, triumph oil 
uncontrolled ; while one Man is hired, 
another is fcribbled, another, is talked, 
another is preached, another is prudencei 
(if 1 may fo fpeak) into pafiive. Obedi- 
ence ; nay, into active Obedience* 

But let me flop fhort in my career* 
and, with the Noble Auther of a late 
Treat ife, have recourfe to Imagination. 
u If I was at the Theatre* (fays he) 
ci when a Tragedy was to be prefentttf 
11 of fome Mafter-poet, in which Gha- 
IC rafters and Manners were, ftrongly 
" marked, the Plot artfully perplexed, 
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u yet naturally unfolded, Incident pro- 
ducing Incident, as neceflarily as Caufe 
produces Effedt : If the Characters 
cf thus marked, were a Prince, who 
" was alternately the Sport of his own 
" Paflions, and the Vaffal of the Fadions 
fC he Was furrounded with $ at Variance 
cc with the Heir, becaufe fenfible of his 
" Right9, and rather more popular than 
" himfelf : A haughty, vain, afpiring; 
<c brutifh" General : One Minifter as ob- 
(C fiinate and headftrong, as ignprant and 
" afluming ; another as officious and ver* 
cc fatile, as prodigal and corrupt ; and 
<c both endeavouring only to eftablifli 
<c their own Power and Influence at the 
€< Expencc of King and People : If the x 
c< Scope of the Fable was to (hew how 
" the Rivals, in bidding againft each 
other, might traffick away the Wealth, 
Honour and Dignity of their Coun- 
« c try: And the Divifion of a Royal 
fc Houfe, and the Downfal of a rc- 
u nowncd Commonwealth, were the tre- 
* mendous Cataftrophe : I own fo pro- 
** bable a Fi&ion would become Audio-

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" rity to mc 5 and I fliould make no 
" Scruple to avow, that fimilar Circum- 
ftances in real Life, would very pro- 
bably produce fimilar Events. " 






But as I was muting on a Parallel af- 
fecting Scene, that might prefent itfelf in 
real Life, Liberty fmiled, or feemed to 
fmile, that while, like her, I glowed 
with Indignation ; at the fame time, far 
from drooping with Defpair, I rejoiced 
and hoped 5 like her, elated with a plea- 
ling Profpeft of the future. 

• 

For Liberty loves only the fanguine Vo- 
tary, and grieves for thofe degenerate 
Sons, who impioufly defpair of Relief; 
and who defervedly wear thofe Chains 
which they dare not even hope to (hake 
off : For only the Former promote the 
Caufe of Liberty, fince whoever is con- 
fident of Succefs, will readily venture his 
Fortune, his Perfon, his Life ; while the 
Latter, difmayed with the horrid Image 
of certain Deftrudion, frightens, nay, ar- 
gues himfelf into Pufillanimity, and in- 

glorioufly 
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glorioufly remains inactive: And indeed 
if the Brave may not obtain Succefs, the 
Defponding certainly, will not, if they do 
not obtain it by the Labours of others > 
for, as to themfelves, " All Hell is. in 
" them, and they in Hell." 

Befides, could we, in our Turn, ruin 
Luxury, who, our great Author (hews, 
has. ruined us, we fhould yet continue 
unable to recover from our preftnt Dif- 
trefs, until we had (haken off all unmanly 
Defpair : For the Man curfed with Des- 
pondency, far from aflifting with -his For- 
tune or his Life, would ftartle at a free 
Expreflion, would turn pale at a meer 
Toaft. 

No wonder then, if our great Orator 
is not only the Favourite of the Mufes, 
the Graces, the Virtues, but the Darling 
of Liberty, and all the Sons of Liberty ; 
For while he hopes and pants for Free- 
dom himfelf, he pours the fame Spirit by 
his Eloquence into others ; and whenever 
he makes a Friend to his Country, he

makes a Friend to himfelf. If we admire 
the Knowledge of Books, accompanied 
with that of Men ; the fincft Learning, 
adorned with the brighteft Genius and 
perfedt Politenefs j if we admire any hu* 
man Excellence, how (hall we. eftccm the 
Man who pofleffes them all ? How (hall 
we love the Man who devotes them all to 
his Country ? What an antient Roman ia 
Senfe; as well as in Sound ! what an antient 
Briton! what an Oxonian !— But I for* 
bear, fince his Merit deferves Panegyrick 
equal io the Praifes, with which he adorns 
the Merit of others; 

Yet if Eloquence ever preserved a Na- 
tion j if Tully vanquished a Cataline j if 
Demofthenes withftood the Power and For- 
tune of Philip j furely, in thefe Times, 
our Britijb Orator muft be dear to every 
Briton. For indeed Eloquence, and. a, 
general Difplay of Truth, feems to me the 
proper Refuge of Englijhmen ; fince I am 
pcrfwaded, that the prefent Remiflhcfs of 
our Countrymen, is owing to the Delu- 
sions and Prejudice* which are inftilled 
r- and 
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ind cheriftied in too many weak, thougfi 
well-meaning Minds, which may be ex- 
tirpated however by the Sword of Elo- 
quence ; and that it does not arife folely 
from pecuniary Corruption, which can- 4 
not perhaps overflow a whole Nation * 
for what Miniftcr could give every Mail 
his -Price, fuppofing every Man had 
one*? Nor do I believe, that public 
Spkit is wholly extin& in the Breafts of 
Efiglijhmtoi or that we have declined 
from the very Summit of Virtue into the 
Vale of Vice : Were this our Character, 
inevitable Deftru&ion would follow $ and, 
&r from enjoying, we (hoald not evefc de- 
ferve a Patriot Prince. x But on the other 
Hand, methinks, the very Cauies of our' 
Diftrefs (our Dclufions and Prejudices) 
point out eur Deliverance : For though 
an abandoned People cannot be eafily re- 
formed, yet weak and deluded Men may 
be undeceived and enlightened, and may 
at length be guided, by the Power' of

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Eloquence, . into the Paths of Truth and 
Virtue. 

It would be therefore furprizing, if 
our Countrymen were not concerned, that 
they were not permitted to perufe this 
excellent Oration in their native Language. 
In this our great Patriot certainly judged 
wrong, or committed an Error. For 
why indeed fhould he refufe thofe any 
thing, for whom only he bears to live > 
for whom he would dare to die ? 

But this is not all : It is the Fate and 
Glory of our. great Author, to have the 
feme "Enemies with his Country, with 
the Univerfity, as well as the fame Frjends. 
Hence every temporizing Dunce prc- 
fumes to fcribble at him. Hence you 

find in one dull Tutor, that Cant and Gof-

worthy Men.

not even a King ; but always afted' with 
Truth and with Sincerity. From whence 
it naturally followed, that his Integrity 
was every where confpicuousj arid that 
they, whorri he attended, fettled their 
Family and donfcJIic Affairs in a calm and 
ferene Manner, provided for thefr Child ren f 
their Neighbours, their Friends, tohile 
their Reafon continued ; arid whether the 
Difeafe was cured, or proved fatal, the 
illuftrious Phyfician was highly applaud- 
ed.

And 
becaufe it is plain, that, without thefe Sue- 
cours, we could never have weeded out 
of our Manners 'the Savagenefs of the $n- 
tient Britons, the Saxons, or Normans, 
nor Could we bear up agairift that of other 
Races. And befides, were it not for this 
firigle Circumftance, not only the Histo- 
ries of all Nations,, their Annals, Writings,

injured or provoked ; fuch I efteem a 
moil iniquitous and flagitious Undertak- 
ing.

Nay further, now that I i;eflett on what 
has been atchieved in all Parts of Europe,

own Part, I often congratulate ipyfelf,, 
that I have lived in thofe TiBW6, whea 
no Briton need blufh for our national Hq<* 
nour : When our Senate was uncorrupJ^ 

•and 
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and enjoyed the higheft Authority $ and 
was not (o much the public Council of 
the People, as * the Palladium and Pro- 
tection, 

For while the antient Frugality and 
Stri&aefc of Manners remained among 
Britons, and a glowing Zeal for the Sup- 
port of Liberty, the reft of the Cities of 
this Ifland, as if they trod in your Steps* 
Oxonians, ufed the utmoft Forefight and 
Precaution in chufing Reprefentati ye$; and 
weighed the Thing , well with themfelves,. 
who, and what the Candidates were, of 
what Family and in what Place they were 
born ; in what Manner they were edu- 
cated ; what was the Compafs of their 
Genius and Extent of their Eflate ; but, 
above all, in what Manner they Were af- 
jfedod to the Conftitution ^ nor could any 
Man, not qualified in all thefe Refpeds, 
be ete&ed, or obtain fo honourable a 
.Preference : no one, whom Bribes or the 
Hopes of Bribes, the Promifes or Threats, 
of Miniitere could alter, or feduce from 
his Duty to the Public.

The People grown utterly corrupt fhew 
no Tokens of Shame or Renjorfe ; no 
Senfe of their original Majefty or Wel- 
fare ! who fet up their Votes to Sale, and 
often their Oaths in as public and open a 
Manner as they who fell Meat or Fifh in 
a Market. If you enquire, what is the 
Caufe, that has fo entirely altered and in- 
verted our whole People, 'till they have 
quite degenerated from the Behaviour and 
Glory of our Anceftors, I (hall anfvVer you 
in one Word, Luxury, Luxury, who de-* 
fcends from the Palace down to all Orders 
of Men, even to the very loweft, whence 
arifes that Softnefs and Sloth of Temper^ 
hardly to be met with, even in Women $ 
that Cruelty and Slaughter at no time to 
be exercifed even upon foreign Enemies. * 

Hence, in Town and Country, Gold 
fways all both in common and important 
Affairs. Hence the Inhabitants of fome 
Towns have become fo frantic, as to 
place the greateft Power, and to re- 
pofe the greateft Truft in Men unfaith- 
ful and ill-intentioned to their Country. 

Hence 
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HenCe thofe" truly marveHotas Patriots, 
who would willingly bs eftceiped, and, 
perhaps* hay$ been efttemed, more fin- 
cer$ than others, more public -fpirited, • 
and Superlatively eloquent, have all at 
once, without one Blufh, altered their 
Looks, their Souls, their Voices, as if 
they had drank of the fatal Chalice of 
Circe.

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they hoped to eclipfe the Luftre of the 
TJniverfity, and extinguifh it in their own 
Infamy ; which, however, cannot be ef- 
fected without the bafeft Perfidy. But 
fince they have accufed our glorious Vice- 
Chancellor, and in fuch an extraordinary 
Manner, that no kind of Puniftimcnt can 
be heavier, than the Accufation itfelf, I 
really do not know, whether I fhould re- 
pine at thefe Proceedings, or congratulate 
him upon them. For Fortune feems to 
have befet this excellent Man with fo 
many Misfortunes from the very Begin- 
ning, that his Virtues might Yhine th$ 
more confpicuous. Certainly, if there is 
any thing, <it is Adverfity, that makes 
and manifefts a great Man. 

But that we may not wonder that fuch 
Men, and that all our Calumniators find 
Patronage, : and are careffed by fome 
Statefmen, it is worth while to confider, 
that both the latter and the former, tho' 
very different in Rank and Fortune, are 
every Way fimilar in Life and Morals. 
But befides, it muft always happen, that 

thofe, 
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thofe, who from their Hearts deteft both 
liberal Learning and Virtue itfelf, will . ar- 
rowed!/ deteft thefe Seats of the Mufes 
flouriihing with all Learning and Virtue, 
It muft happen, that thofe, who have de- 
termined to ftigmatize the Nation with 
the Enormities of their A&ions, will firft 
of all Attempt to calumniate this illuftri- 
. ous Univerfity, the Ornament and Glory 
of the Nation, ? 

And to crown thefe Misfortunes, ; not 
only all thofe, who, defert their Country, 
defert the Univerfity ; not only thofc t 

. who ought to be united to us by our com- 
mon Studies, Duties, and Dangers, have 

_bafely deferted our Caufe; but even many 
others, cherifhed in the very Bofom of 
our fbftering Mother, and who thrive by 
the daily Nourishment fhe yields, have, 

. in hopes of arriving at Wealth and Pre- 
ferment, with a Nero-Xike Temper medi- 
tated her Deftrudtion : Who (Pefts of So- 
ciety I) contrive that the Congratulations 
and Addreffes, we offer as cuftomary 

, Things, or to do our Duty, or to make

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our Court, (hould lofe their Effect, fhould 
be reje&ed, nay looked upon as crimi- 
nal ; Who, laftly, with their Councils, 
Speeches, Falflioods and ridiculous Epi- 
illes inflame and encreafc the Guilt and

Madnefs of all thofe, who bear us open 
or fecret Hatred* 

. But it tirould take up too much Time 
to complain of the Depravity and the In- 
juries of thefe Men, and to give a Loofe 
•to my Grief. In thofe Books, therefore, 
in which I intend to vindicate the Univerfi- 
>ty, (give me but Life,) I (hall more careful- 
ly and freely animadvert upon thofe bitter 
Enemies and Detra&ors of ours. In which 
J (ball perform the Part of a generous Per- 
fon, certainly of an Oxonian ; moreover, 
I am in hopes it will be acceptable and 
- pleating to the Divine Being. For I deem 
* thofe, who, while they contemn all mo- 
ral and human Learning, and at the fame 
Time have dared to violate the Fame and 
Reputation of the very beft Men with 
the mod impudent Lies and Villainy, I 

-, deem 
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dcerti fuch Perfons not fa much the Eoc- 
piies of Men, as of God himfelf. 

But if any are now prefent, to whofe 
politer Ears this Oration may fcem unfea- 
fonable, or who fancy k wanders from its 
proper Courfe, (by the by, is it ever wan- 
dering to promote the Caufe of the Pubr 
lie, or" the Caufe of the Univcrfity) thofe 
Gentlemen may take Notice, that I was 
of Opinion thefe Reflections ought not to 
be palled over j becaufe whatever Devices 
either the Ambition of fome, or the Flat- 
tery of thers, or the Corruption of a venal 
People, have contrived ; you, iUuftrious 
Gentlemen, you, RadclifPs Executors, 
have already (hewn your Piety, Wifdom, 
and Glory, in oppofing them all $ as you 
will always fhew your Flrmnefs arid Re- 
solution by oppofing them for the Time 
to come. 

But if neither you nbr your Friends 
have obtained Succefs by your Suffrages, 
your Complaints, your Debates, your Vir- 
tue or Authority, this fhould not be attri- 
buted 
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buted to pur prefcnt auguft Rulers, (for 
whom I entertain the profoundeft Vene- 
ration) but to thefe worft of Times, to 
the Manners and Vices of the Age, and 
to a certain finifter Fate. 

For whether the Fury and Fortune of 
foreign Enemies, or State- Craft, has in- 
verted all Things 5 or whether any other 
Men have held the Reigns of Government
